President Roosevelt’s declaration that Ohio had shirked its obliga- 


tions to the needy unemployed. 

Governor John R. Bricker’s tart 
report—that “they seem more in- 
terested in the politics of the af- 
fair than in helping the needy”— 
aroused Secretary of the Interior 
Ickes, who cracked back with this: 

“Why shouldn’t there be a po- 
litical attack on a Republican ad- 
ministration if it’s as heartless as 
his is?” 

For six or seven years, the Pres- 
ident told his press conference this 
morning, it has been a policy ‘or 
the federal government to care for 
the needy who can work, and for 
the states to support those who 
can’t. 

Quoting a memorandum from 
WPA Administrator F. C. Har- 
rington, the President asserted 
that Ohio had not provided nearly 
as well for its needy as Pennsyl- 
vania. Average general benefits in 
October, Harrington said, were $16 
in Ohio and $27 in Pennsylvania. 

Declaring that “the relief situa- 
tion in Ohio already has been 
solved,” Governor Bricker replied: 

“If the President and his vol- 
uble secretary were as interested 


in human welfare as they are in’

100 BILLION SEEN 
AS YEARLY INCOME 


‘U.S. Industry Is Coming 
Back Strong,’ Manu- 
facturers Are Told. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 8.—(7)—A 
national income of $100,000,000,000 
annually was visualized today by 
C. M. Chester, chairman of Gen- 
eral Foods Corporation. 

He told the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers:“‘Industry is 
coming back strong. If we, as a 
nation, can’ make $60,000,000,000 
in an atmosphere of misunder- 
standing, what can’t we make by 
all pulling together? A national 
income of $100,000,000,000 is not 
just a fantastic goal; it can be a 
dream come true.” 

Employment in manufacturing 
industry, he asserted, already was 
“two per cent above the average 
of 1929,” the final boom year. 

He said a survey by the asso- 
ciation among its members re- 
sulted in the following outlook for 
the next six months: “65 per cent 
of the companies reporting be- 
lieved that business during the 
next six months will be as good 


,| or better than at present, while 16 


per cent thought it would be 
worse; 19 per cent expressed no 
opinion.”

Border Defenses 
BUDAPEST, Dec. 8.—(#)—For- 
tifications are being constructed 
at top speed in the Carpathian 
‘mountains by Hungary as_ the 
countries of southeastern Europe 
| watch Soviet Russia’s campaign in 
Finland for an indication of what 
their own fate may be. 

The mountains form the new 
frontier between Hungarian Ru- 
thenia—the easternmost province 
of Czecho-Slovakia before that re- 
public’s dismemberment—and the 
Russian-occupied part of Poland.

A strong feeling runs. through 
southeastern Europe that if Rus- 
sia should attain her ends in Fin- 
land she may turn in this direc- 
tion in the spring. 

Steps therefore are being taken 
meet any suck possibility.

nation to hold out against a Rus- 
sian move from Russian-occupied 
Polish territory—and she is count- 
ing upon Italy’s help if this should 
become necessary—are her claims 
on Rumanian Transylvania. 

Many Hungarians say that if 
Russia should go into Bessarabia 
Hungary would march into Tran- 
sylvania. That would give her the 
natural frontier of the Carpathians 
to keep the Russians from pouring 
into all southeastern Europe. 

Bessarabia and Transylvania 
were two of Rumania’s gains after 
the World War. 

Besides that twin peril to Ru- 
mania there is the possibility of 
an attack on a third front by Bul- 
garia to regain Dobruja, the re- 
gion between the Danube and the 
Black sea. 


‘Demands’ Against 
Rumania Denied 


MOSCOW, Dec. 8.—(UP)—The 
Soviet government tonight offi- 
cially denied that it is trying to 
force Rumania to capitulate to 
demands such as the Kremlin 
served on the small Baltic states 
and which preceded the Red 
army’s invasion of Finland. 

The foreign office said that in- 
terpretations abroad of an article 
in the Communist International, 
advising Rumania to “immediate- 
ly” conclude a mutual aid pact 
with t Soviet Union, are “not 
in accoMiance with Soviet policy.” 

These interpretations of Soviet 
pressure against Rumania, it was 
stated, “do not reflect the essence 
of relations between the Soviet 
Union and Rumania.” 

A few hours béfore the foreign 
Office’s statement was issued, it 
was announced that Russia has 
created a special military: district 
along the frontier with Rumania. 

The new military district, rank- 
ing with that of the Leningrad 
area which is directing the inva- 
sion of Finland, has been estab- 
lished in the Odessa region facing 
the former Russian province of 
Bessarabia. 

(Reports were published 
abroad yesterday that Russia 
was concentrating large num- 
bers of troops on the Ruma- 
nian border, but they were 
not confirmed).

‘Increase Was in the Cards,’ 
Agriculture Department 
Reports. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—(4)— 
The Agriculture Department ge- 
ported today that the “net effect” 
on American agricul.ure of the 
first three months of the European 
war had been to retard an in- 
crease in farm exports. 

“An increase in exports was in 
the cards,” the departmem de- 
clared, “but the war cut down the 
size of the increase.” 

A special analysis of the cxport 
outlook was laid before an ad- 
visory council of farmers, proces- 
sors, distributors and representa- 
tives of labor appointed by Secre- 
tary Wallace’ to advise him on 
problems arising from the Euro- 
pean situation. 

The council has under consid- 
eration plans for control of the 
food industry in the event the 
United States would become in- 
volved in war. 

The department told the coun- 
cil that the war probably would 
raise farm prices and income by: 

(1) Stimulation of dorrestic in- 
dustrial activity and consumer in- 
comes with a resultant increased 
demand for farm products. 

(2) Stimulation of speculative 
interest in agricultural products.

Strange Goings On 

No one, of course, expects the government 
of any country at war to tell all the truth 
about events. In this age of propaganda, 
war of nerves, economic strangulation and the 
like there is no weapon more powerful than the 
control of information. 

Thus it is that it becomes almost impossible 
to get an accurate picture of happenings in 
Europe today. Practically all the general pub- 
lic learns is through the media of official state- 
ments and it is admitted they may be truth, 
half-truth or utter falsehood. Anything goes, 
if it is intended to deceive the enemy. 

Yet, through this fog of official pretense, 
there emerges every now and then a hint of 
strange happenings, circumstances inexplicable 
to the average man and whispers of occurences 
that must make him wonder if he does well to 
surrender all his rights of free press to an of- 
ficial bureaucracy. 

Last week, for instance, it was reported that 
not only Britain and France, the nations ar- 
rayed against Nazi Germany, but Italy, tech- 
nically a neutral and even Germany, opponent 
of the Allies and treaty-mate of the Stalin 
dominated Soviet, had sent planes, munitions 
and other supplies of war to the embattled 
Finns, to help them against the attacking Soviet 
forces. | 

These reports are, apparently, well-sub- 
stantiated and all that the direct thinking 
American citizen can do is express bewilder- 
ment at the odd twists taken by the affairs of 
a Europe at war. 

Now comes another whisper, just.as strange 
and beyond explanation. Recall the bombing 
in the Munich beer hall which so nearly caught 
Hitler himself? Shortly thereafter a couple of 
Englishmen were seized by the German Gestapo 
somewhere near the Dutch border. They, the 
German press explained, were instigators of 
the bombing. 

On the other hand the British government 
let it be known that the two men in question 
were entering Germany on an extremely secret 
“peace mission.” Now come the rumors that 
the move for peace was originated by high Nazi 
leaders unknown to Hitler himself. The im- 
plications in that statement are self-evident 
and tremendous. If Nazi leaders are ready to 
betray the Fuehrer himself, Germany must, in- 
deed, be in parlous condition. 

However, there is something of stranger 
| significance than that in the story. It must be 
remembered, if this latest story is true, that at 
the very time when the two British representa- 
tives were, presumably with official approval, 
going to Germany on a secret peace mission, 
that same British government was telling the 
British people that under no circumstances 
could it be possible to consider a peace made 
with the Nazis, that peace could not come until 
the Nazi government was driven completely 
out and that peace terms could only be debated 
with a totally different and responsible gov- 
ernment, fully empowered and democratically 
representative of the German people. 

Germany’s aid to Finland may be explained 
on the ground that Hitler is awakening to the 
terrible menace that Russia constitutes to his 
west. Perhaps the Fuehrer is prepared to be- 
tray his Soviet ally, just as he has betrayed 
the little nations which have been his victims 
of the past. 

But it is much more difficult to explain the 
alleged move for British-German peace at a 
time when Britain was emphatically stating 
there can be no peace with any Nazi. 

And the inevitable, and unanswerable, ques- 
tion follows: Did France know of this “secret 
peace mission” of the Britishers.

Georgia Suffers Again 

It seems to be the fate of Georgia to provide 
sadistic comedy for the nation. Just as it has 
been the fate of Chicago to be held up before 
the world as a city of gangsters, of Los Angeles 
to be known as the hotbed of racketeering in 
the name of religion, of California as the 
spawning place of economic absurdities and of 
New York as the home town of the love nest 
and the soap box Communist. 

Georgia, however, takes the national spot- 
light whenever the state capitol becomes an 
arena of dispute between officials who happen 
to fall into political rivalry. 

It is not so many years ago that the nation’s 
press was splashed with’ pictures of Georgia 
national guardsmen turning various officials 
out of office, at gunpoint, on the orders of a 
governor who resorted to the methods of martial 
law to enforce his wishes. 

Within the past week the nation has again 
been treated to the spectacle of a high state 
official dragged from his office, not, this time, 
by uniformed guardsmen, but by civilian hire- 
lings of the Governor. 

It is not intended, here, to express any 
opinion as to the relative merits of the Gov- 
ernor’s or of Mr. Miller’s side of the argument. 
Care, even, is being taken to refer to Mr. Miller 
neither as “Highway Board Chairman,” or “ex- 
Highway Board Chairman.” Which is his legal 
status and proper entitlement is a matter for 
the decision of the courts. 

It is tragic, however, that it has been thought 


necessary, in this case, to use the capitol as the 


setting for scenes reminiscent of the actions of 
professional bouncers at a tough night joint. 

Regardless of the origin of the differences 
between governor and highway chief, it is 
Georgia which suffers most. The state is again 
held up to the rest of the nation as a buffoon 
among commonwealths and one more page of 
shameful ridicule is inserted in her history. 

The sight of a state official being dragged 
by the heels from an office he considers his 
may be funny, on the surface, but in its deeper 
implications it is tragic. For it is but one more 
smear upon the good name of Georgia. 


Baking Planes 

The present efforts and the future ac- 
cepts. This is the traditional way of inventive 
progress. So while we of today may chuckle 
at the Los Angeles aircraft builder who boasted 
recently that some day he would fill the air 
with low-priced, plastic planes constructed in 
a process not unlike baking a cake, time may 
bring him the last laugh.

The manu- 
facturer claimed that any wood-worker or 
cabinet maker, without experience in aviation, 
can learn to handle the plastic material in a 
short time. 

The first plane has not been tested yet. But 
this will be done this month. If successful, 
the idea may affect the future of airplane 
building tremendously. For it would probably 
bring about the closest approach to mass pro- 
duction yet achieved in the aircraft industry. 
The materials would be stamped out in molds 
and then assembled in the bake oven, a proc- 
ess that would increase the speed of produc- 
tion and lower the cost.

BILLIONS FOR INVESTMENT 

(From the Jacksonville (Fla.) Times-Union.) 

Wendell Willkie, president of Commonwealth 
& Southern Company, parent company of several 
southern power firms, has demonstrated through 
his successes in encounters with the brain-trust 
element that when he speaks concerning the na- 
tion’s economics he knows what he is talking 
about. 

In every encounter with government advocates

‘of the ideas being propagated by the administra- 


tion, Mr. Willkie has shown by the use of com- 
mon-sense reasoning that the country’s future, if 
life is to be worth while, depends upon untram- 
melled private enterprise, and not upon fantastic 
government nostrums. 

To Mr. Willkie must go much of the credit for 
whatever success has been made in the efforts to 
persuade government officials to cease their at- 
tacks on business. Had there been more inclina- 
tion on the part of those officials to listen to him, 
there would be no need for his continued plea, 
made again in Atlanta the other day that: 

“If the government ceases its attacks on busi- 
ness and limits the restrictions it is placing on 
industry, the United States should enter soon upon 
the greatest period of sustained prosperity in its 
history.” 

Three steps are needed to send America on its 
prosperous way, in the opinion of this industria] 
leader. They are: Change in the government atti- 
tude toward business; more scientific tax struc- 
ture to encourage business, and reduction in the 
discretions exercised by new commissions in 
Washington. 

In supporting his own views, he quotes from 
a study by the Brookings Institute which shows 
that American industry could spend $25,000,000.- 
000 in construction and rehabilitation. “This 
would go for delayed work and other develop- 
ments. The barks are filled to overflowing with 
money. Now, if we can get that money invested 
in industry for construction and rehabiiitation re- 
quirements, we can come pretty close to solving 
our problem of 10,000,000 unemployed persons.” 

So long as investors are disturbed and uncer- 
tain about what government is going to do, how- 
ever, there is little likelihood that this money will 
be turned loose. 

Under existing conditions, uncertainties as to 
what the ruling commissions in Washington may 
do next in controlling business and industrial ac- 
tivities is too great to permit of taking chances. 


THE CAPITAL PARADE

RUMANIA NEXT? WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—Finland has not 

yet been overrun by the Russian horde, 
but it is already widely predicted that Rumania will be next. High 
American authorities not only join in these predictions; they also be- 
lieve they can make a blueprint of the partition of Rumania as ar- 
ranged in the Russo-German pact. If their blueprint is correct, 
the sum of Hitler’s concessions to his dangerous ally is truly stag- 
gering. 

Of course, the next move will depend, to some extent, on the 
Russian army’s showing in Finland. So far, military observers of 
neutral and allied powers have been astounded by the poor qual- 
ity of the Soviet military machine. In earlier maneuvers in the 
Baltic area, the Russian troops, according to one authentic report, 
appeared a “mere rabble.” Discipline is poor, supply and organi- 
zation are worse, and material is said to be so unreliable that large 
numbers of the bombs dropped on Helsinki actually failed to explode. 

_ Nevertheless, the force of Russian numbers is so great, and Rus- 
sia’s present and prospective victims are so weak and ill-defended, 
that it seems unlikely the Russians will be halted in their course. 


THREE-CORNERED GRAB To understand the blueprint of 


} the partition of Rumania, it is 
needful first to get a picture of Rumania’s geography. The country 
is roughly oval. It is bounded on the north by Russia and Russian 
Poland, on the west by Hungary and Yugoslavia, on the south by 
Bulgaria, and on the east by the Black sea. The Carpathian moun- 
tains run through Rumania from north to south in a great crescent. 
At the crescent’s lower end, near the Yugoslavian border, is the fa- 
mous Iron Gate, the gorge by which the Danube escapes from Cen- 
tral Europe and traverses the Carpathians on its journey to the 
Black sea. 

West of the Carpathian crescent, on the Hungarian side, is 
mountainous Transylvania, claimed by Hungary. Above the Bul- 
garian border and on the shore of the Black sea is the Dobrudja 
district, claimed by Bulgaria. And to the north, running along the 
Russian border, is Bessarabia, claimed by Russia. 

Roughly speaking, the blueprint is for a concerted, three-cor- 
nered attack, with Russians coming down through Bessarabia, the 
Germans crossing Hungary to attack Transylvania, and the Bul- 
garians grabbing for the Dobrudja. Such an attack, if it should 
take place, could hardly be resisted by the Rumanian army. Ger- 
man and Russian missions have been intriguing in Bulgaria for 
some time, to bring the Bulgars into line. More than a month ago, 
the Germans requested permission from the Hungarians for troops 
to pass through to Transylvania. This was refused, but, if the re- 
quest is renewed with German force behind it, an ffective Hun- 
garian resistance is difficult to imagine. Russian troops concen- 
trations along the Bessarabian border have long been reported. 


FEAR OF FRIEND . 
however, is who gets what after Rumania 


has been conquered. If the blueprint 1s correct, either the Ger- 
mans, or the Hungarians in the status of a puppet state, will re- 
ceive Transylvania. The Bulgarians will be tossed the Dobrudja 
as their reward. And the Russians will get all the rest. 

In resources and strategic importance, the Russian share is 90 
per cent of the Rumanian prize. The Russians already have the 
oil of Poland, despite Germany’s dire need for this commodity. 
They will also have the oil of Rumania, and her most productive 
farmlands. In the north, if the Finnish campaign is successful, 
they will command the Baltic, and they are already constructing 
military bases on the East Prussian frontier. The Rumanian spoils 
will complete this system in the south, for, behind the bastion of 
the Carpathians, the Russians will command the great Danubian 
valley, and in the Iron Gate they will possess one of the greatest 
strategic points in all Europe, 

If and when it comes, the invasion of Rumania will naturally 
not be accomplished without vast repercussions. Turkey will be 
intimately concerned and may move. Yugoslavia, fearful of the 
Russians at the Iron Gate, may seek allies and fight, although the 
Yugbslav military establishment is said to be extremely poor. 
Italy will be directly threatened, and may move as well. There is 
talk of an Italo-Turkish alliance, and of concerted Italian, Turkish 
and Yugoslav resistance, supported by France and England. But, 
whatever the outcome, always supposing the blueprint is correct, 
the proposed partition of Rumania amply explains Germany’s ob-

Sympathy WASHINGTO N, 
ec.

For Eleanor Roosevelt, who is 
a good deal of a joiner, has been 
writing about the perplexity of 
persons who enlist in this or that 
organization but later discover 
that the organization is accused 
of being Communist or Fascist.

Now, it is impossible to take 
care of all the worthy poor ali the 
year ’round. There’d be no relief 
proolem if that could be done. But 
this paper set out, that year of 
two decades ago, to provide se- 
curity, hope and a new chance in 
life to as many families as pos- 
sible. The goal was set at 10. And 
the campaign was called the “Ten 
Opportunities.” They were oppor- 
tunities in two senses. Opportuni- 
ties for constructive giving by 
those financially able, and new 
opportunities for decent life to 
families which had lost all hope. 


We secured the money neces- 
sary for the ten, that first year. 
And never in any of the succeed- 
ing years have we failed to pro- 
vide for 10 families. Some years 
we have been able to increase that 
number and, if memory serves 
aright, Frank Drake’s work las: 
year was so good we provided for 
more than 20 families. 


How We 
Select. 


There are, of course, a hundred 
times 10 families which would be 
eligible for this help. Scores of 
case histories and reports by 


trained workers are studied before 
the first 10 are chosen.

two prime essentials are, first, 
need and, secondly, promise of 
good citizenship if given a decent 
chance, 

We find some little fam- 
ily, facing disruption, which we 
can, by this means, hold together. 
Maybe a struggling mother and 
her young’uns. If the family can 
be kept together, the chances for 
those boys and girls to grow into 
fine, self-respecting, self-support- 
ing men and women are so much 
brighter. 

We find what that family needs. 
How much per month they musi 
have to keep the little roof above 
their heads, to provide decent 
clothing and to givé the growing 
children sufficient of the right 
foods to build strong and healthy 
bodies. , 

Then we find if they have any 
income of their own, at all. Per- 
haps an invalid father is able to 
bring in a little, now and then. Or 
one of the boys may earn a few 
dollars mowing lawns, selling pa- 
pers or carrying messages. And so 
on. And then it is simple to find 
how much more income they must 
have, each month, to close the gap 
between earning power and min- 
imum: home-supporting income. 
What we try to do is furnish that 
amount, to each family, for each 
month of the coming 12. 

The amount varies with differ- 
ent Opportunity families. Some- 
times $15 or $20 a month is suf- 
ficient. Sometimes it requires $25, 
$30, $40 or $50 a month. Just ac- 
cording to the need of each case. 

But, shucks, why use more space 
here? You can read all about it in 
Frank Drake’s stories. Read ’em 
and let him open your hearts and 
your purse strings for this, the 
most intelligent and the wisest of 
all Christmas charities.

COTTON QUOTA VOTE 
SCHEDULED TODAY 


Ballots Will Be Cast at More 
Than 1,000 Pre- 


cincts. 


Special to THE CONSTITUTION. 
ATHENS, Ga., Dec. 8—With 


more than 1,000 precincts set up 
in Georgia for the referendum on 
cotton marketing quotas, S. E. 
Statham, chairman of the state 
AAA committee, today said plans 
are ready for a record turnout 
at the polls tomorrow. The polls 
og open at 9 o'clock and close 
at 5. 

More than 78 per cent of the 
Gecrgia growers voting in the ref- 
erendum on the 1939 crop favored 
quotas, and in 1938, the other year 
quotas were in effect, more than 
92 per cent voted “favorably.” 
Approval by two-thirds of all 
growers voting is necessary to put 
quotas into effect. 

Mr. Statham said quotas, if ap- 
proved tomorrow, will work the 
same in 1940 as they have for the 
past two years. That is, he added, 
any farmer who plants his acreage 
allotment can sell all the cotton 
he grows in 1940 without penalty, 
as well as all the cotton he car- 
ries over which he could have sold 
penalty free this year. 

“Thise who overplant their al- 
_lotments and sell cotton in excess 

of their quotas must pay a pen- 
alty of three cents a pound,” he 
said. “Farmers who comply with 
the 1940 agricultural conserva- 
tion program will receive conser- 
vation and parity payments as in 
1939, and they will also have a 
loan to fall back on if the price 
collapses.”

1 tablespoon granulated gelatin 

2 tablespoons cold water 

1-2 cup granulated sugar 

1-8 teaspoon salt 

1 teaspoon vanilla 

1-2 pint whipping cream 

Baked pastry shell (9 inch) 

Toasted shredded coconut. 

Pit prunes and cut into small 
pieces or mash to a pulp. Mois- 
ten gelatin in cold water and dis- 
solve over hot water. Combine 
prunes, gelatin, sugar, salt and va- 
nilla and mix thoroughly. Whip 
cream stiff and fold into prune 
mixture.

To Do Your Clothes Justice, 
Correct Your Posture Faults

It has been estimated that a 
woman spends three-quarters of 
an hour a day before the mirror. 
... And the average man is said 
to wonder why we do when we 
see what we do!* 

But Rosina McDowell Lynn, di- 
rector of the McDowell School of 
Costume Design, maintains that 
women do not really see them- 
selves except in sections. Most of 
them place their faith in dressing 
table mirrors. When seated they 
can’t see the lower section—and 
when standing that’s all they see! 


What we need is a full-length mir- 
ror in every dressing room! 

This designer’s suggestion as to 
the way to réally see yourself may 
come as a bit of a shock, but here 
it is. . . . You should be in the 
nude except for shoes and should 
take a detached, critical view of 
the reflection. Ask yourself if it 
is a good figure or does it run to

Year by year the trend toward 
large squads, substituted as units, 
grows more pronounced, adding 
new complexities to the gargan- 
tuan All-America task.

One of the most striking devel- 
opments of the campaign was the 
emergence of juniors with All- 
America claims that could not be 
ignored. 

Six won first-team berths, the 
other five places going to seniors. 
This trend served to backstop the 
belief, held by many coaches, that 
college players hit their competi- 
tive peak in their junior year. 

This year Tennessee and Clem- 
son gain first-team berths for the 
first time since the Associated 
Press began its All-America se- 
lections in 1925. North Carolina 
and Tulane furnish the other 
southern representatives. The three 
middle western choices come from 
Michigan, Iowa and Notre Dame. 
Southern California and Santa 
Clara carry the far western ban- 
ner, with Texas A. and M. and 
Cornell representing the southwest 
and east, respectively. 

Two backfield posts fall to the 
Big Ten with the selection of Nile 
Clark Kinnick, o: Iowa, and 
Thomas Dudley Harmon, of Mich- 
igan.
